Bridgeport, Englewood and West Garfield 
Park each saw two homicides in the last week, 
a RedEye analysis of preliminary police data 
found. 

In Bridgeport, two men were shot to death 
Saturday in the 500 block of West Pershing 
Road, police said. Bridgeport has logged two 
homicides so far this year. The South Side com- 
munity area recorded four homicides last year, 
according to RedEye data. 

In Englewood, a 38-year-old man was fa- 
tally shot Saturday in the 7000 block of South 
Carpenter Street, police said. One day earlier, a 
50-year-old man was shot to death in the 5800 
block of South Shields Avenue, according to 
officials. Englewood has logged two homicides 
so far this year. The South Side community area 
recorded 21 homicides last year, RedEye data 
shows. 

In West Garfield Park, a 32-year-old man and 
16-year-old boy were shot to death Saturday 
in the 4200 block of West Congress Parkway, 
police said. West Garfield Park has logged six 
homicides so far this year. The West Side com- 
munity area recorded 13 homicides last year, ac- 
cording to RedEye data. 

In addition to the two double homicides and 
the shooting death in Englewood, Chicago saw 
a stabbing death in South Shore and a shoot- 
ing death in North Lawndale on Saturday, the 



deadliest day in the 
city since Nov. 5, 2011, 

RedEye determined. 

Also in the last week, gunshot deaths were 
recorded in East Side, Greater Grand Crossing, 
Humboldt Park and Kenwood, RedEye 
determined. 

Meanwhile, a 25-year-old woman died Sunday 
after sustaining trauma in the 7700 block of 
South Morgan Street in Auburn Gresham, of- 
ficials said. 

Forty-four homicides have been logged so far 
this month. Forty homicides were recorded in 
January 2012, according to RedEye data.

Rare winter 
twisters 
kill two 

D Tornadoes ripped through four states 
Tuesday night and Wednesday killing 
at least two people, as an Arctic cold front 
clashed with warm air to produce severe 
weather over a wide swath of the nation. 

Tornadoes were reported in Mississippi, 
Georgia, Indiana and Tennessee, an unusual 
development in January, when the focus is 
more likely to be on snow and ice. 

The National Weather Service said twist- 
ers touched down in Sardis, Miss., and heav- 
ily damaged homes in Solsberry, Ind., wiping 
out power in the surrounding areas.

‘Be courageous’ 


Gabby Giffords presses 
Congress to act quickly 
on gun violence laws 

D WASHINGTON Former congress- 
woman Gabby Giffords, badly 
wounded in a 2011 mass shooting, made an 
emotional plea Wednesday for Congress to 
take action to curb gun violence, but a Na- 
tional Rifle Association executive said new 
gun laws “have failed in the past and they’ll 
fail again.” 

Speaking haltingly Giffords urged 
lawmakers to be bold and courageous 
as she opened testimony at the first 
congressional hearing on gun violence 
since the Dec. 14 massacre in which 
a gunman shot dead 20 children and 
six adults at an elementary school in 
Newtown, Conn. 

Responding to outrage across the 
country following that incident, President 
Obama and other Democrats have asked 
Congress to pass the largest package of 
gun restrictions in decades. 

“Speaking is difficult. But I need to 
say something important,” Giffords, who

survived a head wound in an assassination 
attempt in Tucson, Ariz., in which six 
people were killed and 13 others wounded, 
told the Senate Judiciary Committee. 

“Violence is a big problem. Too many 
children are dying— too many children. 
We must do something. It will be hard, 
but the time is now,” said Giffords, who 
was accompanied by her husband, former 
astronaut Mark Kelly “You must act. 
Be bold, be courageous. Americans are 


counting on you.” 

Obama’s proposals to curb gun violence 
include reinstating the ban on military- 
style assault weapons, limiting the 
capacity of ammunition magazines and 
more extensive background checks of 
prospective gun buyers, mostly to verify 
whether they have a history of crime or 
mental illness. 


THE NRA RESPONSE 

Wayne LaPierre, executive vice president 
and CEO of the National Rifle Association, 
dismissed President Obama’s plan to 
close loopholes in the background check 
law. “Let’s be honest, background checks 
will never be universal because criminals 
will never submit to them,” LaPierre said. 


No retrial for

new trial on child sex 
abuse charges. Judge 
John Cleland rejected 
the request in an opinion 
posted on the Centre 
County Court’s website.

Two weeks before Christmas, Carlos Molina 
got a call that could change the course of his 
athletic career. 

The Chicago boxer’s promoter was on the 
line, and he had good news. Molina was slated 
for a International Boxing Federation world 
title eliminator bout Feb. i. Even better: It 
would be broadcast live on ESPN’s “Friday 
Night Fights.” Even better than that: It would 
be in the 29 -year-old’s hometown, at the UIC 
Pavilion. 

After learning to box at age 18 — considered 
late for a fighter— and turning pro after only 
seven amateur fights, Molina’s chances for 
success were slim by most standards. 

That changed in 2005, when in his 10th 
professional fight, Molina traveled to Mon- 
terrey Mexico, to face Julio Cesar Chavez Jr., 
son of the Mexican boxing icon. Chavez Jr. 
was 23-0 at the time and Molina was booed as 
he entered the ring. However, after dominat- 
ing Chavez Jr. for six rounds, the crowd began 
chanting Molina’s name. 

That bout, though ruled a draw, helped 
pave the way to Friday’s fight against Cory 
Spinks, the biggest in Molina’s career. 

“I picture in my head winning a world title, 
and {Friday} is the first step to reaching my 
goal,” said Molina, who boxes in the light 
middleweight division (154 pounds). 

“I set my goals high, and that’s definitely 
what I want. Not even just for me, for every- 
body that has helped me. I can’t go out and 
say I did it all myself. I’ve had a tough road; 
my trainers have always been with me. ... I 
want to see the smile on my trainer’s face and 
my mom and dad’s, my family and everybody 
that has supported me.” 


How did he get this far? RedEye examines 
what makes Molina the boxer he is. 

Fitness 

Molina (20-5-2) is a gym rat; he never stops 
training between bouts. When Molina has a 
fight scheduled, his training escalates from 
four days a week to a minimum of four hours 
a day, six days a week. He travels from his 
McKinley Park home to either L. A. Boxing in 
the South Loop or 8 Count Gym in Ukrainian 
Village, depending on the day 

Molina’s trainer, Victor Mateo, straps on a 
foam body pad and boxing gloves. Molina rips 
combination punches to Mateo’s mitts and 
body while Mateo attempts to smack him in 
the face. 

“My fighters always move their heads,” Ma- 
teo said. “If not, I slap ’em. I hate to see my 
boxers get hit.” 

Molina’s training also consists of leaping on 
boxes and doing squats and jump-rope rou- 
tines. Then, of course, there’s running. 

“I just kill myself in everything I do,” Mo- 
lina said. “I run until my lungs are burning so 
bad I can’t stand it. I also go by how I feel. If 
I feel good, I may go 10, 12 miles {after train- 

ing].” 

Sparring 

Four weeks from the fight date, Molina’s spar- 
ring begins— more than 80 rounds over three 
weeks. 

Molina spars 15 straight rounds on Satur- 
days against rotating opponents. This time, 
Molina used Chicagoan Kenny Sims Jr., a for- 
mer national amateur champion who nearly 
qualified for the 2012 Olympic team; and Di- 
mar Ortuz, an undefeated local cruiserweight 
(175- to 200-pound division). 

“I like to mix it up, because Dimar is so big 
and strong,” Molina said. “He tires me out, 
then Kenny comes in so quick and fast and I 
have to go hunt him.” 


Even after all those rounds, Molina’s endur- 
ance impresses Freddy Cuevas, his strength 
and conditioning coach. 

“Carlos has incredible lung capacity; he’s 
part Kenyan or something,” Cuevas said. 

Strategy 

Molina and his team have watched plenty of 
tape on Spinks, who presents an unusual chal- 
lenge because he is left-handed. However, 
Molina’s last two victories came over lefties, 
and Sims Jr. and Ortuz were selected for spar- 
ring because they’re left-handed. 

Spinks is a former five-time world cham- 
pion who’s struggled of late; current cham- 
pion Cornelius Bundrage knocked Spinks 


out twice in the past two years. Molina isn’t 
known as a hard puncher, but his goal for Fri- 
day’s fight is simple. 

“They say I don’t have much power, but I’m 
really working on sitting down on my punch- 
es for this fight, especially when he’s on the 
ropes,” Molina said. “I want the knockout. 
That’s what we’re going for. I’ll make him 
miss and put constant pressure on him. And 
as soon as he misses, I’ll make him pay I’m 
going to break him down and get him out of 
there.” 

Family 

Being an underdog is nothing new for Molina. 
He was born in Michoacan, Mexico, before

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his family immigrated to Chicago when he 
was 3. Living in Little Village in the shadow 
of Cook County Jail, Molina’s parents had 
to work long hours in factory jobs to keep a 
roof over the family’s head. 

“Growing up that way was tough, but my 
family instilled a very strong work ethic in 
me,” Molina said. “That and their support 
has helped me get here.” 

Now he has a family of his own. Not a 
fan of the limelight, Molina spends as much 
time as he can at home with his fiancee, Sar- 
ah, their 8 -year-old son, Christian, and their 
Pomeranian, Popeye. 

Of course, the training and pressure take 
their toll, which is not lost on the boxer.

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SECRETS TO TINA FEY’S SUCCESS

On Sept. 18, 2006, NBC debuted a highly anticipated series from one ofTV’s 
hottest writers, taking viewers behind the scenes of a variety show with 
more than a passing resemblance to “Saturday Night Live.” 

It was Aaron Sorkiris “Studio 60 on the Sunset Strip”— and it faded 
after just 22 episodes. Three weeks later, the network introduced a similarly 
themed show that faced even longer odds. Tina Fey had a successful run 
as head writer of “Saturday Night Live” and had managed to make Lindsay 
Lohan look like a major comedy star in 2004’s “Mean Girls,” but when it came 
to cranking out a weekly sitcom, she was an untested entity 

“30 Rock” would go on to collect 103 Emmy nominations and three wins for 
best comedy series. It will conclude with a one-hour finale Thursday after seven 
seasons. 

You’re forgiven if you didn’t know the show was closing up shop. NBC has 
been too busy heralding the wonders of “The Biggest Loser” to give the series a 
proper sendoff. Maybe it’s because viewership has been slipping since the 2008- 
09 season, and even then it only finished 69th in the Nielsen ratings. 

That’s too bad. “30 Rock” deserves better, as does Fey, the ringmaster both 
on camera and behind the scenes. Lucille Ball, Mary Tyler Moore and Rose 
anne Barr may have blazed the trail, but Fey made it to the mountaintop, 
where she can rightly claim to be the most important woman in TV 
comedy history Someday, TV Land will erect a statue in Rockefeller 
Plaza of her character, Liz Lemon, wolfing down a street vendor’s 
hot dog. Until that much-deserved tribute, let’s break down the 
Fey Formula. 


Get by with a lot of 
help from your friends 

Thanks to a nine-year stint at “SNL’ and her 
non-diva personality Fey has one of the rich- 
est Rolodexes in show business. She used it 
to recruit Tom Hanks, Jennifer Aniston, Jerry 
Seinfeld and just about anyone else who ever 
appeared in an issue of People magazine. But 
her real genius was putting together a nearly 
perfect cast. Alec Baldwin as driven execu- 
tive Jack Donaghy was hypnotizing from the 
minute we met him, kicking down an office 
door and neutralizing Lemon. 

Recruiting Tracy Morgan may have 
seemed like suicide. The wild-card actor 
frequently tested NBC’s public-relations de- 
partment with his off-duty antics, including 
an anti-gay rant. But Morgan is smarter than 


kempt hair. Like Lucille 
Ball, Fey knows that 
silly has more come- 
dic juice than sexy 
The rest of the 
cast proved equally 
game to get down 
and dirty, starting 
with Morgan’s tenden- 
cy to remove his shirt 
and show-off his baby-fat 
belly while McBrayer 
made the best out of the 
world’s most unflattering 
uniform. Even blonde bombshell 
Krakowski got into the act, 
shining in a storyline in which 
she returned to the show 40 


pounds heavier after her character’s star turn 
in “Mystic Pizza: The Musical.” Delicious. 

Boldly go where no 
woman has gone before 

If you didn’t think “30 Rock” reveled in break- 
ing taboos, you weren’t watching closely No 
comedy in the past 20 years dealt so directly 
with race, whether it was Lemon dating a 
black man just to prove she’s not prejudiced 
(then accidentally shooting him backstage 
at BET’s Source Awards), or Donaghy taking 
over a therapy session by imitating Tracy 
Jordan’s parents as if they were regulars 
on the chitlin’ circuit. Talking about 
race can make us squirm, but when 
handled properly it can also make 
us roar with laughter.

I wouldn’t call “Do No Harm” the worst ver- 
sion of “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” ever made. 
It’s probably not even the worst ever to ap- 
pear on NBC. Though I’ve never seen it, the 
network did “J&H” as a musical back in 1973. 
One of the few surviving reviews says of that 
one: ‘Arguably Kirk Douglas gives the worst 
performance of his career.” Kirk Douglas? 

There’s also the 1975 “Dr. Black and Mr. 
Hyde,” in which a black guy invents a serum 
that allows him to turn into a mean white 
guy, which I also didn’t see but gives me the 
willies a bit, being a mean white guy myself 
and never having contemplated the possibil- 
ity that when I think I’m asleep, I might 
really just be A 1 Sharp ton. 

We could go on with this all day But I 
think we’ve established that there’s some- 
thing about “Jekyll and Hyde” that attracts 
weird, flaky filmmakers— and also makes 
Kirk Douglas want to sing and dance. 

That context firmly established, “Do No 
Harm” isn’t so bad. It isn’t so good, either, 
but let’s keep the glass half-full here. Steven 
Pasquale plays a brilliant neurosurgeon 
named Jason Cole who, despite his predilec- 
tions for jabbing sharp objects into squirmy 
brain tissue, seems to be a fairly nice fellow 
His colleagues think he’s a little weird 
because they never see him at night. That’s 
right: He’s Dracula! 

Ha ha, I can’t believe you fell for that. No, 
he’s Dr. Jekyll. And at 8:25 every night, he’s

taken over by an ill-tempered guy named Ian 
Price, who is, of course, Dracula. Got you 
again! He’s Mr. Hyde, dope. And at 8:25 the 
next morning, Price disappears and poor old 
Dr. Cole comes back to clean up the mess. 

For years, the nice Dr. Cole kept the mean 
Mr. Price at bay by taking experimental 
knockout drugs. But when Dr. Cole wakes 
up one morning in a pile of coked-up nekkid 
women, he realizes Mr. Price has grown 
immune to the knockout pills and has hard 
feelings about being drugged unconscious. 

I don’t know why I didn’t find this compel- 
ling. Pasquale is pretty convincing at chang- 
ing from good to evil and back. The plot is no 
more innately preposterous than any other 
“Jekyll and Hyde” tale, including the Robert 
Louis Stevenson novel. 

But somehow the whole thing never really 
gets untracked. Maybe it’s because “Do No 
Harm” often seems like a crude first draft of 
“My Own Worst Enemy” a far more intel- 
ligent “J&H” clone in which the nice guy 
discovers he isn’t even real but a creation of 
the Frankenstein behavioral science lab over 
at the CIA. 

“My Own Worst Enemy” was a flop, can- 
celed after nine episodes. Of course, it didn’t 
have Kirk Douglas dancing.

Ten years ago, all eyes were on chef Gene Kato when he 
and his business partners opened a massive, opulent riv- 
erfront restaurant on the edge of River North. You might 
have heard of it: It’s called Japonais. 

Kato remembers serving 700 to 900 people on week- 
end nights. “To do that kind of volume is unreal,” he said. 

While the restaurant became known for celeb-spotting, 

Kato was praised for his prowess preparing both impec- 
cable sushi and contemporary cooked dishes. 

Japonais added locations in New York and Las Vegas, the latter of which needed 
a touch more drama. “There needs to be a show for everything {in Vegas},” Kato 
said. The solution was a robata grill, ajapanese-style barbecue that uses smoke 
from fragrant white oak charcoal to flavor meat, seafood and veggies. It was then 
that he first thought of opening his own restaurant focused on robata. 

This winter, Kato did just that with the debut of Sumi Robata Bar. With just 35 
seats and a minimalist look, Sumi (“charcoal” in Japanese) couldn’t be more different 
than the flashy spectacle that is Japonais. Wondering how Kato would fare in such a 
different setting, I stopped in to warm myself near the grill on an especially icy night. 


Prepare to order a lot 

For two people, my server recommended two 
to three appetizers to share plus five robata 
items each. 

Because it was too tough to choose from the 
lineup of more than 20 hot and cold apps, we 
opted for more apps and less robata. Kato said 
he avoided rich ramen, tempura and rice-heavy 
dishes so that diners could have room to try 
a lot of different dishes; his only noodle dish, 
for example, is a restrained portion of chilled 
udon with soy dashi and ginger salad ($10). 

The upside is that all the flavors are light and 
clean-even the fried chicken ($8), is airy as a 
feather, brightened with a squeeze of lemon- 
which plays well with the robata-grilled meats 
and seafood. The downside is that without a lot 
of carbs to fill you up, is it will take more dishes 
(and more cash) to satisfy big eaters. 


Expect a little dinner deja vu 

If you think the slices of New York strip steak 
sizzling atop a hot stone at the next table look 
familiar, you’re right. That’s the ishi yaki ($12) 
a signature dish that Kato served at Japonais, 
and before that at Ohba, a restaurant and sake 
lounge in Wicker Park. Back then, Kato said 
he remembers being criticized for making 
customers cook for themselves. We didn’t see 
anyone complaining; however, the dining room 
does get smoky when more than one table or- 
ders it at the same time. 

But this isn’t a mini-Japonais 

Though Kato brought one signature dish with 
him, there’s plenty of originality here. Maguro 
($12) takes the pleasing combo of raw tuna and 
avocado that’s so often found at sushi bars in 
maki and tartare and turns up the volume by 


adding yuzu juice, white soy and crunchy fried 
shallots. From the robata grill, smokily delicious 
head-on shrimp ($5) impressed more than text- 
book teriyaki salmon ($7). To preserve its juici- 
ness, Kato grills wagyu ribeye in one big chunk 
instead of slicing and skewering it. At $12, it’s 
two to three times more than some of the other 
robata items, but it was one of my favorite 
bites of the night. For dessert, “no-crust apple 
pie” ($6) sounded fun. As it turns out, fishing 
slippery caramel-coated apples out of a cel- 
lophane pouch with a tiny wooden spoon was 
not so fun after all. 

The slider lives on, even here 

“Everyone who orders one usually orders two,” 
my server said of the beef tsukune slider, a 
miso mustard-dressed link of ground beef in a 
bao-like bun that looks like a miniature hot dog. 


At $4 a pop, it’s a more filling option to counter 
pricier picks such as king crab ($16) and that 
amazing ribeye. 

Consider the sake 

At other Japanese restaurants, the sake selec- 
tion is so vast (I’m talking to you, Roka Akor, and 
your book-sized menu) that I don’t even bother. 
Sumi makes ordering sake approachable with 
only a dozen or so bottles split into categories 
such as “bold and rich” and “aromatic.” If cock- 
tails are your thing, consider bottled drinks ($12) 
such as The Sad Flute, a mix of bourbon, ginger, 
grapefruit and yuzu, a Japanese citrus fruit. 

The idea to bottle cocktails arose out of neces- 
sity-there’s no room for a service bar upstairs, 
Kato said, so these drinks are made in advance 
and stored-the advantage is that they arrive at 
your table lighting-fast. 








Anyone for an 
underground nightcap? 

If you’re not ready for your night to end 
when the check comes, ask your server if 
any of the 11 first-come, first-served seats 
at Charcoal Bar are free. While Sumi’s din- 
ing room is bright and blanketed in blond 
wood, it’s a different world downstairs. 
Cloaked in black and dark grays, Charcoal 
Bar is the yin to Sumi’s yang. 

Behind the bar is the familiar face of 
Matthew “Choo” Lipsky, whom you might 
remember for his killer cocktails at Morso, 
a fantastic but short-lived Lincoln Park 
restaurant. After a stint designing the cock- 
tails and managing the bar (or rather, four 
bars) at labyrinthine lounge Untitled, he’s 
chucked the Vegas-style earpiece and looks 
more at home at this tiny lair, where he’ll 
dutifully craft you a drink based on your fa- 
vorite spirit or flavors. 

My date dug the mezcal creation Lipsky 
mixed up for him so much that he ordered 
another. I zeroed in on the menu of winter 
cocktails ($13-$18), which felt like a breath 
of fresh spring air with its flowery names. I 
tried the Rhododendron, a pear-honey-herb 
concoction with barrel-aged gin, as well 
as the citrusy Hydrangea with pisco and 
jasmine. Both were balanced and delicate. 
P.S. If you’re a “Downton Abbey” obsessive 
(or you just love a good story), ask Lipsky 
about his butler gig in England. 

Bottom line 

Kato said his guiding force for Sumi and 
Charcoal is takumi, the Japanese word for 
an artisan or craftsman who “focuses on 
one thing solely his whole life.” With him 
grilling away upstairs and Lipsky hand- 
chipping blocks of ice downstairs six days 
a week, it’s clear they both are dedicated 
to their craft. And unlike Japonais, which 
serves well for a flashy special-occasion din- 
ner or a girls night out, Sumi and Charcoal 
have the potential to be the kind of place 
you’d come back to again and again.

Reservations: Accepted for dinner from 
5-11 p.m. Monday through Wednesday and 
5 p.m.-midnight Thursday through 
Saturday.

Sit: At the robata bar for a front-row seat to 
the grilling action. To lean back and relax, 
request a table. Downstairs, the two dra- 
matic high-backed chairs would be great 
for a date. 

Both ap- 
petizers and robata items are small and 
light, so you’ll want to order quite a few. 
Loved it: Free coat check, so your puffy 
jacket doesn’t hang off your stool. 

Hated it: “I’m surprised they don’t have 
nicer chopsticks,” my date said as he pulled 
apart the throwaway wood ones waiting on 
the plate. True, an upgrade would be more 
in line with the price point. 

I’ll be back for: The 6-hour cold-brewed 
Sencha Fukamushi tea ($7), which I couldn’t 
handle ordering on a 10-degree night. In the 
summer, when Sumi adds tables outside, 
sign me up.

Is there an alcohol more notorious than 
Malort, the bitter wormwood liquor made 
popular by Chicago’s Carl Jeppson Co., its 
sole U.S. producer?

So when he started toying with the idea 
of crafting his own Malort to serve at the 
Wicker Park bar, “It seemed like such a no 
brainer.”

paired with the orange flower water, come 
through immediately adding a citrus element 
that tempers the prominent wormwood. The 
sweetened egg whites round out the cocktail 
at the end, softening the lingering bitterness.

The good: Most important to 
us is that it fits easily under an 
airplane seat and still leaves enough 
foot room, so it’s right there with 
all our flight goodies and we don’t 
have to bother others to get into the 
overhead bin. It’s not a huge bag, but 
it holds plenty, plus it has that “holy of 
holies” small pocket on top where we 
keep keys, an MP3 player, etc. — all the 
things we’re afraid of losing. It has two 
main compartments plus a third zippered 
compartment on the outside that is 
perfect for boarding passes, passports and 
other things you don’t want floating around 
in a large space.
